Motive power, materials, lime w.thout 
them a ra lroad could never run, bu‘. 
what could it do without men, ever, 
n lhe.se days when machines arc dev¬ 
eloped to ouch a h’gh otat^ of effic¬ 
iency ? 

The value of man power has not 
always been realized in industry. But 
if anyone asked mc*w'hat 1 considered 
to be the reason for th? success of the 
Canadian National RaTways, I shoul.l 
say that it wa.n pay ng attention to 
the human element, the general publi? 
and to the man power of the cystem 
itself. 

In 1922 Canada had 22,000 mTes

Despite 
this fact some 200 to 300 letters are 
received every year Inquiring about 
these "fantn.stic fortunes or estates." 

The warning Is issued on the basis 
of report sent to the American Con¬ 
sul General in I^ondon, Albert Hal¬ 
stead. The announcement follown: — 

The Department of State has been 
informed that the vast fortunes or 
unclaimed estates believed to be "in 
ch.'incery" or in "the Bank of Eng¬ 
land" awaiting dispo.sition to heirs, 
arc n fact, non-existent. Among 
such may be mentioned the so-called 
"Sir Francis Drake Estate", th.' 
‘RlaUc Millions," the "Jennens Est¬ 
ate", the "Townley Estate," the Brad¬ 
ford E'-tatc" the "Hedges Estatci" 
and other fant.istic fortunes or est- 
ate.s in England to which numerous 
credulous persons in United States 
and Canada are reported to \|iavo 
made rnntributlon.s in money to var- 
lou.s orgnnizatofis or agents, either in 
this country or In England, in the 
hope of sharing In the distribution 
thereof. Before contributing to such 
.schemes definite information should 
bp obtained by those who believed 
thcTselvcs to be he^rs.

DON’T OVEU FEED FOX PITTS 


Overfeeding ia the direct cause of 
a large percentage otf deaths among 
pup foxes, and 1 b a common factor in 
producing rickets. Pups should only 
be fed mbat thy will quickly clean up 
in a few minutes,, and any indiffer¬ 
ence displayed towards feed is a warn 
ing sign to cut down the ration. Pups 
should be looking for their feed at 
every meal, and show much interest 
at the approach of the attendant at 
feeding time. 

The mineral and vitamine deficiency 
Is overcome if a proper diet la fed 
consistng of eggs raw meat, vegetab¬ 
les and small quantities of milk, cer¬ 
eals and ground bone 

Once the pups are separated from 
the mother they should spend a part 
of their time in the sunshine, and shy 
nervous foxes should be .shut out of 
the kennels in the day time. The 
ideal ranch should be constructed 
so that the fox is provided with both 
shade and sunshine at some period of 
the day.-^Market Examiner.
